gion.  Tne  ill  fiiccefs,  however,  that  at* 
tended  ihe  firft  experiments,  damped  the 
hopes  of  Europe,  and  cnterpi  ize  wasbro- 
ke.i  by  dcfpair.  liis  pieicnt  Majelly, 
wilii  the  Crm  perluaiion  that  the  cccono- 
mv  of  tiic  earth  required  liie  exigence  of 
a  Southern  Continent,  and  warmed  with 
the  plealiiig  prnfpid  of  compleating  the 
clifcoVery,  revived  the  lar.gui thing  Ipirit 
of  adventure,  and  declared  on  his  accef- 
fiOii  to  the  throne,  that  he  would  pa¬ 
tronize  the  proftcution  (;f  this  glo»  ions 
atciiievement.  Commodore  Byron  was 
made  choke  of  to  accompliHi  this  tafk, 
and  with  the  Dolphin  and  Tamer  he 
failed  from  the  Downs  on  the  iift  of  June, 
1764. — On  the  13th  of  September  they 
c.’ine  to  an  anchor  in  the  road  of  Rio  de 
Jsneirc',  on  the  co»(f  of  Brazil,  and  hav¬ 
ing  watered  and  refrelhed,  they  wrighed 
anchor  and  failed  on  the  i6tU  of  O'ftober, 

The,  C  ommodore  now  informed  the 
crews  of  the  nature  of  their  expeditiony 
with  which  they  were  totally  unacquain¬ 
ted  before,  fancying  that  they  were  bound 
to  the  Ealt  Indies.  He  told  them  at  the 
fame  time,  for  their  encouragement,  that 
the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty  had  anpoin- 
tetl  them  iloiible  pay.  The  crews  were 
tranlported  with  the  information, and  de¬ 
clared  they  would  attend  their  Commo¬ 
dore  with  pleafure  through  the  Icvercft 
dantjers  for  the  pood  of  their  country. 

They  now  encountered  feveral  dorms, 
and  intt  with  all  thofe  boifteroiis  fymp- 
tons  which  are  peculiar  to  thofe  feas.--* 
On  tin-  17th  of  November  they  fawCape 
Biarct'*,  .ml  on  the  itlfenttrcd  the  har- 
boi:i  of  Port  Defire,  w  here  they  refrelhed 
the  merr,  Oiot  a  variety  of  curious  birds 
and  beads,  and  the  Commodore  traced 
many  things  that  had  been  left  by  the 
Wager.  On  the  5th  cf  December  the 
(hips  got  un<ler  w-iy,  and  till  the  i  ith  rrf 
the  fame  month  made  an  incelTant  icarch 
for  Pcpy’slfle,  which  is  deferibed  as  ly¬ 
ing  in  47.  deg.  foutli  l.ititiide  ;  but  which 
it  certainly  docs  not,  nor  any  wh  -re  olfe. 
On  the  20in  they  ran  in  clofe  to  Cape  V  ir- 
•gin  Mary,  where,  obferving  a  number  of 
people  on  the  diore,  who  made  ligns  for 
tbenn  to  land,  the  Commodore  went  on 
Ibor^,  and  found  them  to  be  a  race  of  tliat 
arnazinc:  peoole  the  Patagonians,  whe  fe 
fi/e  is  fo  fiipcrior  to  every  other  people  in 
krij’.va  w  orld.  There  were  upv/ard$ 


of  five  hundred  on  the  beach,  when  t-* 
Commodore  landed,  petfc^ftly  unarmed 
who  feemed  inclined  to  give  him  the 
amicable  reception  ;  and  accordingly  j 
friendly  intercourfe  immediately  took 
place.  The  Commodore,  byhiscomle.' 
Icenfion  and  politenefs,  endeared  himfdt 
to  the  company  ;  and  having  divided  a- 
mong  them  feveral  trinket?,  and  adorned 
the  heads  of  the  women  with  ribbons,  (to 
do  which  they  were  obliged  to  ht  down 
on  the  grafs,  W'hcn  their  height  was  al- 
moft  equal  to  the  Commodore’s  ftandinc\ 
he  withdrew,  and  returned  to  the  ihipV 
Thefe  people  are  from  feven  to  eight  fert 
in  height,  feemingly  of  a  friendly  difpoii. 
tion,  and  devoid  of  that  favage  cruelty 
which  diltinguiilics  the  race  of  Indians  in 
general. 

On  the  2ift  of  December  they  began 
failing  up  the  Stre^ghts  of  Magellan  to 
wood  and  water. — On  the  15th  they  faw 
a  point  of  land  near  Sc  George’s  Ifland, 
to  which  Mr  Byron  gave  the  n-^me  of 
¥nrpmfe  Point,  Having  anchored,  the 
Commodore  went  in  qiiefl  of  wood  and 
water  ;  which  having  procured,  they  kl 
fail  on  the  4tb  of  January  1765,  kivinj 
theStreights  again  to  go  in  fearch  of  F.ilk- 
land’s  lilands.  — On  the  12th,  they  fa^r 
land,  w'hich  was  taken  for  I^e  Wert’s 
Iflands*,  and  on  the  14th  they  faw  a  flat 
IlTand,  where  they  found  a  mod  capaci¬ 
ous  harbour,  to  whxb  Mr  Byron  gave  th? 
name  of  Port  Egrttant  :  he  repreb  r.ts  it  to 
be  one  of  the  ftiieft  in  the  known  work!, 
and  capable  of  containing  the  whole  nivy 
of  England  in  full  fecurity.  The  Corr,- 
modore  took  pofleflion  of  the  harbour 
and  all  the  adjacent  illandswith  theuiurtl 
ceremonies  by  the  name  of  Falkianii’s 
IHands  *,  for  George  the  Third,  King  of 
Great  Britain,  bis  beirs  and  fnccenbr*!:— 
the  Union  Jack  was  eredfed  on  a  !Vifl,the 
colours  fpread  on  an  eminence  on  iliorr, 
and  the  fhips  fainted.  While  they  l  yn 
this  harbour,  the  Commodore  v;a-' or.e 
day  unexpeCtedlv  attacked  by  a  fe^ 
who  tore  his  maftifi-dog  to  pieces  hv  .1 
fjiiglc  bite,  and  it  was  with  extreme  d'fli’ 
city  that  the  Commodore  extriCiUu 
himl'clf  from  the  impending  danger.

On  January  27th  they  failed  again,  and  peering  various  directions  till  the  loth  of 
C‘»inmodore  gave  names  to  all  the 
^ipc5,  hP  J^-lands,  founds,  and  bays,  a- 
boiii  the  Iflands,  which  are  iu  circumfe¬ 
rence  about  700  miIe3.-?-On  the  6th  of  latitude,  and  144 
February  they  made  Port  Delire,  where 
they  ha.i  the  pleafurc  of  feeing  the  Fiori- 
lir,  a  Itorc-lhip,  which  had  been  difpatch-  pearance 
cd  from  England,  with  the  utmoll  I'ccre- 
cy,  with  new'-baked  bread  and  other  pro- 
villons  for  the  two  veficls. 

Having  left  this  port,  to  their  great  fur- 
prize  they  faw  a  llrange  Tiil,  which  conti¬ 
nued  ta  follow  them,  Peering  the  fame 
coiirfe  as  they  did.  The  Commodore 
fiifpe<fling  that  this  was  a  Spaiiifli  man  of  to  yield 
war  of  the  line,  gave  orders  that  all  ihould  of  the  Ihips 
be  put  in  readinefs  on  board  the  Dolphin 
and  Tamer  to  give  her  a  warm  reception, 
by  firing  all  the  guns,  and  boarding  her 
from  both  Ihips.  They  ftccred  for  Port 
Famine  ;  ,thc  ftranger  did  the  fame  ;  and 
when  they  came  to  an  anchor,  the  Itore- 
Oiip  run  a-ground,  on  which  the  ftrange 
fail  hoifted  French  colours,  and  fent  two 
boats  to  her  allidance. — The  Commodore 
inftantly  difpatchcd  boats  with  ftriiif  or¬ 
ders  not  to  permit  the  French  to  board 
her,  but  to  acknowledge  in  a  proper  man¬ 
ner  the  offer  of  alfiftance.  Having  taken 
as  much  provifion  out  of  the  ftore-lhip  as 
they  could  find  room  for,  the  Commo¬ 
dore  difpatched  her  home  ;  on  which  oc- 
cafion  he  ca  lcd  the  crew’s  together,  and 
told  them,  that  if  any  of  them  were  a- 
verfe  to  proceeding  on  the  voyage,  they  modorc 
had  free  liberty  to  return  ;  an  offer  that  auce  i* 
only  one  man  accepted.  He  then  gave 
them  as  much  blue  cloth  as  made  them  a 
fet  of  jackets  proper  for  ’  encountering 
the  cold  weather  of  that  climate. 

On  the  a5th  they  fet  fail,  and  began  ber.  A 
their  palfage  through  the  Streights.— 

They  met  with  various  difficulties  in  this 
palfage  on  account  of  the  weather,  and 
narrowly  cfcaped  the  dreadful  effe^s  of  cd 
Ihipwreck  on  feveral  occafions  ;  but  as 
3n  account  of  this  voyage  would  conlift 
merely  of  fnindings.,  courfes,  names  of 
espes,  and  deferiptions,  matters  veiy  un- 
entertaining  to  a  landman,  and  unlel's  de¬ 
scribed  at  length  Very  uniiUercftiitgtoa  lea- 
man,  we  pafs  it  over  with  thefe  few  word‘d, 
that  with  various  perils  thev  got  thro’  in 

feven  weeks  and  two  days,*  without  one  one  ot  incm  iprang  uiio  i nr  1  .im-cj  b  , 
man  being  lick  of  the  feurvy  or  any  other  fnatc-hetl  np  a  l<.a’rian  s  ju,  left,  and  in- 
djfnrdcr.  fantly  dived  from  the  boat  to  the  Iborv. 

Fhey  entered  the  great  Pacific  Ocean  T  he  boat''  bring  clnn-ni  by  the  c.mors, 
on  the  9th  of  April,  and  hearing  away  for  the  Commodore  made  a  lignal  tor  th'  mtn 
the  lllivid  of  Malafuero,  they  anchored  detcrio  iheniiclvts,  when  they  turnen  oy 
tnereon  the  a6lh,  where  they  wooded  the  canoe-,  ami  drove  tlicna  through  a 
^‘•d  watered.— They  failed  on  the  toth,  violent  luit  011  dioic.  'I  he  j.eopie  i*‘4.n 


May,  when  they  came  near  land,  as  lh.*v 
conje^ftnred  by  the  birds;  and  on  the 
7ih  or  Jjine,  being  14  deg.  5  inin.  louih 
.  i  deg.  58  min.  writ  hm- 
gitude,  they  dilcovered  land.  Ttie  Com¬ 
modore  fieered  for  a  fmalj  iflsn  !,  the  ap- 
of  which  was  hraiitirni;  hvJt 
they  could  find  no  anchoring- pUce.  Tke 
feurvy  was  now  racring  or.  bo^d,  ;ind  the 
crews  were  langiiilhing  for  ttie  rc-mvigo- 
rating  dc!ic.icics  which  were  uiihappilv 
beyond  their  reav^h.  I'liey  faw  in  the 
Illand  a  number  of  cocoa  to  the 

milk'of  which  fruit  the  Iciirvy  fehbim  fails 
;  but  the  inhabitants  kept  abrcMlt 
,  dancing  and  llioutlng,  at 
times  fliaking  their  fpears,  and  faj!ir»g 
backwards  as  if  dead,  which  was  iindcr- 
ftood  to  be  a  thre.at  of  definition  to  Inch 
as  ihonld  prefume  to  land,  'i'hey  alfo 
kneeled  before  fume  banners  which  wa¬ 
ved  in  the  wind,  and  appeared  to  invoke 
the  ainllancc  of  their  deities  agair.fi  the 
fuppoled  invaders.  The  Coirmc'dorc 
failed  round  the  illand  5  but  rot  being 
able  to  find  any  proper  landing-place,  iie 
w’ould  not  permit  the  lead  indignity  to  i)e 
oflTcied  to  the  men  who  feemed  lo  iio!)Iy 
determined  to  defend  their  cour^ry.  Se- 
ver.d  other  iflaiuis  were  feeuco'’ei^d  with 
the  cocoa-nut  tree,  when  the  motives  .1- 
gain  ran  to  the  beach,  ard  threaten :'d  in 
like  manner  as  the  others  ;  but  nr)  laud- 
ing-place  beiiv  found  in  dth.  Com- 
:  named  this  Paradife  jii  r.ppcar- 
the  yiandi  if  and 

left  them. 

On  the  day  following  they  difeovered 
an  ifland,  where  (he  velftls  brought  to  at 
a  fniall  inlet  openine  in  a  lake  in  ialt  \sa- 
t  this  pUce  was  a  little  town  of 
hamlets  under  the  Ih'ule  of  a  grove  f*f  co- 
coa-iuit-trecB.  Some  l.uri'Jreds  of  tlie 
natives  afieniblr  d  here,  he  i'^rd  by  thirir 
liefs,  and  ranged  ih.TnfcIves  up  to  the 
waifts  in  water,  making  a  hidre^us  noife, 
till  they  w’erc  joined  by  aniimbei  of  large 
canoes,  which  came  down  thr.  lake.  Ti\-> 
Iroats  were  nut  in  fi  arch  of  fouiiduiLo, 
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armed  thcmfelves  with  ft.ives,  club^,  and 
fpeare,  when  the  boats  crew  fired  upon 
thcnn,  and  killed  two  or  three;  o«’C  of 
them  died  a**  he  was  throwing  a  (lone  at 
hi‘=  enemy,  after  three  balls  had  gone  thro’ 
his  body. — They  pot  rcfrefhmtnts  of  co¬ 
coa  Till  s,  freih  water,  and  other  things 
ior  tuv.'  li»;k  ;  and  on  the  laih  of  June 
they  failed  to  another  idand,  where  the 
boats  having  got  clofe  on  Iho  c,  a  venera¬ 
ble  old  man,  with  a  white  beard,  advan¬ 
ced  to  the  beach,  and  prelTinp  his  beard 
to  his  brccul  with  one  hand,  and  holding 
.a  branch  of  a  tree  in  the  other,  made  a 
kind  ot  a  mulical  oration,  at  the  end  of 
which  a  midfhiprnan  fwam  alhore.— 
They  flocked  round  him,  admiring  Ids 
f  lo.iths :  be  gave  them  his  waillcoat,  and 
they  ran  away  w  ith  hia  cravat. 

The  Comim.'dore  called  thefe  iflands 
George* j  Llntids^  in  refptd  to  his 
Sovereign.  They  deferied  another  ifland 
the  day  after,  which  he  named  the  Prince 
cf  Wales^s  Island.  On  the  lift,  they 
law  three  lieantifnl  ifliOds,  furrounded 
with  rocka  and  breakers. — On  the  a4tb, 
theydifeoverrd  another  Ifl.ind,  which  wai 
named  the  DukeofTork^s  Island^  On  the 
a  \  of  July,  they  difeoyered  a  low  flit 
ill  and  in  iS’-  fouth  latitude,  and 
173^,  46”  eall  longitude,  which  the  r-ffi- 
cers  named  Pjron'j  Islancf.  On  the  31ft, 
they  anchored  at  the  foutn  weft  end  of 
'I'inian,  in  the  fituation  where  the  Centu¬ 
rion  had  anchored  with  Commodore  An- 
.lon  iferc  the  invalids  having  been 
bjoup.U  fliore,  parties  were  feot  out 
to  kid  caitle,  which  they  did  with  infinite 
difhc”’.:y,  on  account  of  the  underwotKl. 

I  'rhey  P.niainro  at  Tinian  till  the  30th  cf 
.,'1,  b>  \yhich  tirne  the  fick  I-ei-’g 
to'erab*;  '"'11  recovered,  they  weighed 
a'i;:  r>r,  ?.rd  ilood  to  the  northward.— On 
i  <ie  Ntivcmber,  they  anchored  olf 

The  liii’id  cf  Titian. — 'I'hcy  failed  the 
foi!.»ving  day,  and  vn  the’  i9ih  fpokc 
with  an  i>:p!ilh  hunv  bound  from  1T{  n- 
coolen  to  Benpj),  whofuppljcd  them  with 
fime  arrack,  fowl',  a  turtle,  and  a  fliecp. 
On  the  27th,  they  came  to  anchor  in  the 
road  cf  batavii. —  J’hey  remained  hire 
fill  th.'"^  of  December,  when  they 
Jhiled  tor  Pricce’s  Ifland, and  on  the  13th 
of  February  they  canie.  to  an  anchor  at 
the  Cape  ol  Good  Hope.  Here  having  re- 
frelhed  ar.d  refitted  the  fliips,  and  taken 
in  a  fuyply  of  pruvifions,  they  failed  on 
t  ^  7  h  cf  March,  on  th.c  27th  croTcd  the 
idne.and  on  the  oth  of  May,  1766,  came 
an  anchor  in  the. Downs* 


Thus  the  Commodore  happily  rr,^ 
pleated  his  voyage,  having  circiin.iinra. 
ted  the  globe  in  fomev^hat  more  ih.n 
22  months  ;  and  though  he  lailed  kvcril 
thoiiUnd  leagues  under  the  toiridzuru 
fix  men  only  out  of  each  (hip  were  m[ 
including  thole  who  were  di owned.  ’ 
We  now  briog  Mr  Byron  to  that  k. 
riod  w  hen  he  has  become  more  imr  c. 
diately  ifie  object  of  public  antnt.iu,. 
Hiving  in  the  cciirlc  of  the  peace 
through  the  ulual  courle  of  prtkimci  itu 
the  rank  of  Vice-admiral  cf  the  Blnf,  1,^ 
was  difpatcbed  early  in  the  Ipmiji:’  of 
1778,  with  thirteen  (hips  of  the  Imc,  In 
purfuit  of  d’Elfaing’s  fleet,  and  w»iih  or- 
ders  to  relieve  Lord  How'c  at  New  Yu\l^ 
who  had  rcquclled  have  to  come  horr.t. 
—In  his  paflage  he  met  with  very  lot  e 
weather,  in  which  the  fleet  w'as  kpA- 
rated  ;  ?nd  fpme  of  the  fliips  fuflfrrui  lo 
much,  that  the  CuHoden  and  another 
were  fent  home.  This  difaftei  rciarctd 
tfiC  fleet,  bin  providentially  no  fatal  con- 
fequences  enfupd. —  pn  the  2vt.h  of  Au- 
part  ot  his  fleet,  with  Rear-admir/i 
Parker,  arrived  at  New  York  ;  and  fonn 
after  he  himfelf  having  arrived  wth  the 
remainder  of  the  fled,  he  receive:  the 
command  from  Lord  Yi 'count  Howe, 
and  followed  the  fleet  of  d’Eftuuig  lu 
the  harbour  of  Hofton  ;  but  it  being  iip- 
pofllble  to  bring  the  Count  to  action,  he 
returned  to  New  York.  Tie  Count 
d’Eftamg  got  out  the  30th  of  November 
with  fiiteen  (hips,  and  made  fail  for  the 
Wi ft- Indies.  Admiral  Byron  inure- 
diately  followe4  him  ;  but  aga:n,  hy 
be»ng  behind  the  enemy,  lie  gave  a  iVlh 
opportunity  tor  the  difphiy  (d'  Bntiiii 
courage,  in  an  affion  that  will  for  eve: 
rank  the  name  of  Aamiral  Barringt'j:] 
amongfl  the  foremoft  in  hifloric  larnf. 

Admiral  Byron  arrived  off  St  Lucia  i*^ 
the  beginning  of  Jinuary  I779>  tinu; 
the  command  of  the  fleet.  His  an  iw!  ;ii 
that  time  perhaps  w’as  nnfavourabk*  ta 
him,  when  /Vln  iral  l)<ii  i ingtoi.,  by  the 
grea^  ailiion  whicl*  he  had 
was  confidered  and  called  tue  lav'o'ir  o. 
the  Weft-India  iflands.  We  lluiultl  i  v't. 
however,  eflimale  merit  by  the  conuvu- 
flui  of  fuccefs.  Admiral  Byroii’s  wi.ole 
character  through  life  has  been  that  ci  ^ 
brave,  great  ofl'icer,  who  has  wrestl'd 
with  misfortune,  and  who  has  corlhi'i^ly 
deferred  fuccefs,  thou):h  he  has  not  I't- 
quently  attaineil  it.  lie  was  bred  in 
fchnol  of  dihiffcr  ;  ,ir.d  by  his  manly  pu* 
feverance,  forlituJe,  and  pvclvi.'c  ci

The 
anery  dirpofuion  of  bees  of  a  better  cha¬ 
racter  is  tahly  foftened  by  the  frequent 
intcrcourfe  of  thofe  who  take  care  of 
them,  for  they  grow  more  tame  when 
they  are  often  handled.’’  The  experience 
of  ages  has  now  eftablillied  the  fort  of 
bees  which  have  been  found  to  anfwer 
belt  the  purpofes  of  keeping  them. 

The  wo’king  bees  have  the  care  of  the 
hive,  collect  Uie  wax  and  honey,  fabricate 
and  woik  up  the  wax,  build  the  cells,  feed 
the  young,  keep  the  iiive  eban,  drive 
from  thence  (Irangers,  and  employ  them- 
felves  in  all  other  concerns  relating  to 
the  hive. 

The  working  bee  has  tw'o  fiomachs  : 
one  which  contains  the  honey,  and  a  le- 
cond  in  which  is  contained  the  crude 
wax.  The  working  bees  have  no  parts 
anaiogi  us  to  the  ovaria  of  the  queen,  or 
that  refemble  the  male  organs  of  the 
drones. 

The  ftirg  is  very  necefTiry  for  a  work¬ 
ing  bee,  bi>th  as  an  otienhve  and  as  a  de- 
fcnfivc  weapon  :  for  their  honey  and 
wax  excite  the  envy  of  many  greedy  and 
laiy  i meets ;  and  they  have  alio  to  de¬ 
fend  ihcuilelves  agamft  eneinie?,  w'ho 
ire  fonder  of  eating  them  than  their  ho¬ 
ney.  There  is  likewifc  a  time  when  the 
drones  muft  be  facrificed  and  externii- 
naled  for  the  good  of  the  focicty  ;  and  as 
they  are  larger  and  ftronger  than  the 
working  bees,  thefe  laft  w^oidd  have  a 
jverv  uniqual  match,  were  it  not  for  this 
poifoiious  iting. 

There  happen  alfo  among  bees,  either 
of  the  fame  or  of  different  hives,  molt 
deadly  feuds,  in  which  their  flings  are 
iheir  chief  weaporis.  In  thefe  conlclls, 
great  fkill  may  be  difeerned  in  their  man¬ 
ner  of  pointing  the  fling  betw’ecn  the 
fealy  rings  which  cover  their  bodies,  or  to 
fume  more  other  vulnerable  part.  The  bee 
which  firft  gains  the  advantage  remains 
the  conqueror  ;  though  the  viClory  coils 
the  victor  his  life,  if  he  has  left  his  fting 
in  the  body  of  the  enemy  ;  for,  with  the 
(ling,  fo  much  of  his  body  is  torn  out, 
that  death  inevitably  follows.  Bees  have 
very  fevere  confiiCls  when  ^yholq  hivts 
engage  in  a  pitched  battle,  and  many 
arc  llain  on  both  Tides.  Their  fighting 
and  plundering  one  another  ought  chiefly 
to  be  imputed,  as  Mr  Thorley  obferves, 
either  to  their  perfeCl  abhorrence  of 
lloth  and  idlcnefs,  or  to  their  infatiable 
ihirft  for  honty  ;  for  when,  in  fpring  or 
autumn,  the  weather  is  fair,  but  no  ho- 
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neycan  be  coIIeCled  from  plants,  and  It 
to  be  found  only  in  the  liives  uf  other 
bees,  they  will  venture  their  live*  lo 
it  there. 

Dr  Warder  afligns  an(»ther  caufe  of 
their  fighting,  which  is,  the  neceflity  that 
the  bees  arc  reduced  to  when  their  ov^a 
hive  has  been  plundered,  at  a  feafou 
when  it  is  too  late  for  them  to  repair  the 
lofs  by  any  induftry  in  ihe  fields. 

Sometimes  OTIC  of  the  queens  is  killed 
in  battle.  In  this  cafe,  the  bees  of  both 
hives  unite  as  Toon  as  her  death  is  gene. 
rally  known  among  them.  All  ilicn  be*- 
come  one  people  ;  the  vanquii’ned  go  rff 
with  the  robbers,  richly  laden  with  tiior 
own  Tpoils,  and  return  every  d.iy  with 
their  new  afibciates  to  pillage  tlicir  old 
habitation.  This  caiiTcs  a  throng,  un- 
uTual  for  the  Teafon,  at  the  door  of  the 
hive  they  are  plundering  ;  and  if  the 
owner  lifts  it  up  at  night,  when  ail  arc 
gone  home,  he  will  find  it  empty  of  in- 
h:il>itants  ;  though  there  perhaps  will  re- 
main  in  it  Tome  honey,  wdiich  he  t.ikrs 
as  his  property. 

'W  hen  two  Tw^arms  take  at  the 
Tame  lime,  they  foinctimes  quarrel,  and 
great  numbers  arc  dellroyed  <'n  botii 
Tidts,  till  one  of  the  queens  is  fl.iin.  This 
ends  the  conteit,  and  the  bees  of  bot^i 
fidrs  unite  under  the  fiirvivin?  foverelgn. 

W tie  11  the  beei  begin  to  work  in  the.r 
hives,  they  divide  themfelvcs  into  fui.r 
companies ;  one  of  which  roves  in  the 
fields  in  fearch  of  materials  ;  anotlur 
employs  itfcif  in  laying  out  the  boitora 
and  partitions  of  their  cells  ;  a  third  is 
employed  in  making  the  inlide  Tmooth 
from  the  corners  and  angles ;  and  the 
fourth  company  bring  food  for  the  red, 
or  relieve  thoTe  who  return  wdth  thrir 
refpedtive  burdens.  But  they  arc  not 
kept  conllant  to  one  employment ;  they 
often  change  the  talks  afligned  tl'cm ; 
thofe  that  have  been  at  woi  k  b^'ing  per¬ 
mitted  tc  go  abroad,  and  thofe  that  have 
been  in  the  fields  already  take  their  pla¬ 
ces.  They  feeuT  even  to  have  figns,  by 
which  they  underfland  each  other :  h>r 
when  any  of  them  w’ants  food,  it  brrids 
down  its  trunk  to  the  bee  from  whom  it 
is  expedicd,  which  then  opens  its  honey- 
bag,  and  lets  fume  drops  fall  inti)  the 
other’s  mouth,  which  is  at  that  tune 
opened  to  receive  it.

It  came  into  my  hands  by  ac¬ 
cident  ;  but  as  it  does  not  reveal  any  fa¬ 
mily  fecrets,  it  may  with  propriety  find 
admiifion  in  print. 


I  FORESEE  that  in  a  very  IhorC 
time  the  att'airs  of  Europe  will  be  in  a 
very  critical  (ituation.  Tlie  Americans 
have  long  had  it  in  meditation  to  throw 
od'  what  they  call  tlie  vokc  of  Great  Bri¬ 
tain,  and  become  independent.  France 
will  certainly  take  part  in  fo  deep  a 
game :  ihe  is  the  profeiFcd,  and  indeed 
naiural  foe  of  England*  and  her  ambi¬ 
tions  and  commercial  views  innft  ever 
militate  a£?aiidl  the  intcrcits  of  this  coun¬ 
try.  Spai!!,  as  hound  by  the  family  com- 
pa.d,  will  ncctllarily  unite  with  France. 
Ai  this  crluh,  prohaldy,  you  may  be  cal¬ 
led  to  take  a  part  in  ailiniuiltration.  Yon 
do  not  want  abilities  or  learning  ;  but 
there  are  many  things  rcrjiiifite  to  be  ad¬ 
verted  by  a  (latcfman,  which  the  viva¬ 
city  of  youth,  and  the  levity  attendant  on 
a  life  of  plc  ifurc,  are  apt  to  occafion  ua 
to  overla.ik.  The  grealelk  ftitefmen 
that  ever  Ihone  in  Europe  have  (krived 
more  renown  from  their  being  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  the  fecrets  of  foreign  cabinets, 
than  their  having  an  lUillmited  Iway  in 
their  uwfi.  To  this  end  it  is  neceliary 
yon  fhouiJ  be  liberal  to  thofe  who  can 
afford  yon  intvi'igence  ;  to  this  liberality 
it  was  own’pg  rh.it  Pitt  gained  fo  i»uch 
rcn().%n  :  he  liad  fpies  in  every  court  of 
Europe,  anu  oaid  them  handfomely. 
Th^re  are  few  men,  even  in  office,  proof 
againft  bribery.

Some 
years  ago,  a  fet  of  wild  young  olhcers, 
w’ho  owed  the  holy  fathers  a  grudge, 
carried  thlthci  a  bevy  of  common  tlrum- 
pets,  dreft  out  like  ladies,  and  contrived 
matters  fo,  that  while  the  men  of  the 
party  went  up  the  hills  to  fee  profpetfts, 
the  females  were  left  to  be  comtorted  by 
the  Bernardine.'.

life :  fomething  that  may  either  direef

The  author  has  not  confined  himfelf 
to  the  rules  nlually  obferved  by  dramatic 
writers;  he  has  only  attempted  “  to  fill 
lip  a  picture  of  real  ^fe,  in  a  certain  given 
lime,  taking  the  outlines  from  hiftorical 
fafts.” 

In  this  view  his  performance  has  great 
merit:  the  events  arc  interefting  and  im¬ 
portant,  the  charaders  properly  diverfi- 
fied  and  well  fupported,  and  the  fenti- 
ments  of  the  fpeakers,  fuch  as  arc  fiiit- 
able  to  the  fpirit  of  ancient  Romans. 

But,  with  rcfpedl  to  the  compofition, 
there  are  fume  fmall  defeats  ;  or,  at  leaft, 
fomc  little  circumftanccs,  which  we  look 
upon  in  that  light,  pafl'ages  which 
feem  to  be  entirely  fiiperfiuous,  and 
others  which  are  too  prolix.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  the  obfervations  of  the  Roman  peo¬ 
ple  during  Brutus’s  harangue  in  the  Fo¬ 
rum,  are  trifling.  In  many  places  the 
language  is  inelegant  or  incorredh— 
If  it  fiiould  be  faid,  it  was  his  profef- 
fed  defign  to  make  his  didtion  plain  aneW 
fimple,  we  muft  obferve,  that  fimplicity 
and  vulgarity  are  very  different  qualities. 

However,  we  can  venture  to  afl'ure  the 
reader,  that  there  are  beauties  in  this 
performance  w'hich  will  more  than  coun¬ 
terbalance  its  defeats,  and  give  him  real 
plcafure  in  the  perufal.  C.

fion,  fuch  paffages  in  the  Hiftory  as 
feemed  the  moft  fit  for  being  wrefted  in¬ 
to  a  defence  of  Ihecondudl  of  oppolition. 
He  alw'ays  has  recourfe  to  raillery  where 
he  cannot  refute ;  and  he  affe(fts  to 
triumph  over  his  antagonift  without  ha¬ 
ving  obtained  any  vidory.  It  may, 
however,  be  Tome  apology,  that  he  in¬ 
forms  us,  he  is  an  humble  retainer  oi  the 
public,  his  duty  calls  him  to  write,  and 
he  muji  obey.  C.
